Power is ſo neceſſary, that without it he cannot 
e Vide Salmaf, Protect his loyal Subjects trom wrong, or his * Sa- 
rn? cred Perſon from outrage : He cannot defend his 
Laws from ſhamefull negle&, or Himſelf from baſe 
Contempt ; neither can he repell a ſudden invaſi- 
on from abroad, or charm down the Evil Spirit 
of Rebellion and Inſurre&ion at home. And this

And thus much for Eccleſiaſtical Judges; who 
= as they are by Divine and Civil Authority eſta- 
Fe 806-27 liſhed in England, do likeeNathan the Prophet 
bow down before King David, and heartily ac- 
eTcr. inapol. knowledge the King ( as 8 Tertullian in his Apo- 
gn ogy declares the primitive Chriſtians acknowledg- 
| ed the Roman Emperour ) 4 Deo ſecundus, poſt 
quem primus, ante omnes, @- ſuper omnes; Next 
to God himſelf in his own Dominions, and ſupe- 
riour to all perſons in his own RKingdomes. I 
proceed to the other kind of Judges, which are 
Civil, of which my Text directly ſpeaks 
He ſet Fudges in the Land. 
And what are Civil Judges ? They are the ho« 
noured Fathers of their Countrey, the worthy 
Patrons of the Subjects Birth-right, which is Pro. 
«Plal.47.9, Priety, and legal Liberty ; and as the holy = Scri. 
pture calls them, YIN Wn, the Sheilds of the 
Earth. 


— 
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Judges are the Atl/as's which bear up the pillars 
of a flouriſhing Nation ; the Altars to which the 
deſolate Widow, - the fortorn Orphan, and the 
diſtreſſed Innocent fly tor ſuccour ; and: they are 
the Oracles of Law, trom whoſe well-guided Lips 
the Princes of the Earth learn Wildome and Righ- 
teouſnels. 

They are ſo extreamly neceſlary, that not only 
the Well-being of a Kingdome, but the very Be- 
ing of humane Society depends upon them. So 
that what ſome Modern Philoſophers ſay of the

Sun, namely, That if that glorious Planet was cſmibiſta8 


pulled out of his Sphear, by the hand of Omnipo- 
rence, the lovely frame of Heaven and Earth 
would fink into a Chaos : So we may' confidently 
ſay,. that if Judges and Magiſtrates were thrown 
out of the Seat of Government, and levelled with 
the Vulgns, by the evil ſpirit of Quakeriſm, Ana- 
baptiſm, and Enthuſiaſm, all humane Society 
would quickly corrupt into {elt-deſtroying Confu. 
ſion, and be ſwallowed up in the gaping gulph of 
Oppreſlion, Violence, and ruining Miſery. 

How happy then are we of this Kingdome, Bona 
ft ſua norint Agricole, if we had Eyes to fee our 
Happineſs, that we bave Judges ard Magiſtrates 
in the Land : Thar we are not letr like the harm- 
leſs Dove, to rh- greedy vio'ence of Birds of prey; 
that we are not lcit as & quiet Sheep, to the gri- 
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ping hunger of ravenous Beaſts; nor conſtraineq 
to cry out according to the elegant * Greek 
Adage, Mic & mg, Let there be Equality by caſting 
of Lots, and not a taking by the Throat, to ſnatch 
away what 1s ours by ſtrong hand and power. 

As alſo what great cauſe have we to bleſs God, 
that we have Judges in the Land, who make the 
Law their rule, and Religion their guide ; who 
are loyal to their gracious King, and faithfull to 
his obedient Subje&ts ; who know God ſits in the 
Congregation of the * Gods ; and as Homer faith, 
Ex EU@> ivdumoy duex, hath an impartial Eye to res 
venge all ungodlineſs and unrighteouſnels. 

Finally, what great cauſe have we to magnifie 
God, for this Happineſs of the Kingdome, far 
above other Kingdomes in the world, that theſc 
honourable and learned Jndges of our Land, do 
like the Vine and Fig-tree in « Fotham's Parable, 
leave their own Sweetneſs and {-!f.enjoyments, to 
bear precious fruit to us ; that they value not their 
own Faſe and Reſt, to bring upright Judgement 
to our doors, and impartial Juſtice to our Coun- 
ty ; that they are as burning and ſhining Lamps, 
waſting the oyl of theirHealth and Strength to en- 
lighten and refreſh us. In a word, that they do 
with * Moſes, fit from Morning to Evening, to 
hear the Cauſes between man and man. And this 
brings me to the third part of the Text, the 
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Throughout all the fenced Cities of Fudah. The third 
But what have fenced Citics to do with Judges Sooke” 
Fenced Cities have need of valiant Souldiers, and 
experienced Commanders ; have need of ſwelling 
Granaries, and Joaden Magazins ; have need of 
Vitruwins, to build ſtrong Bulwarks ; and of 
* Archimedes, to draw Geometricall lines. Fulz- «De Archime- 
1s Ceſar told the honeſt Tribune, who forbad DS 
him to break open the Roman Treaſury, b -cauſe 
it was againſt Law; * Julizs Ceſar told him, that Jak Cat, 
the ſhrill ſound of the Trumpet, and the ratling beat 
of the Drum, did ſo deafen his Ears, that he could 
not hear the voice of any Law. 
Yet notwithſtanding all this, and much more 
that might be ſaid, there is great neceflity and a- 
bundant advantage, when ſudges are appointed 
to viſit all the fenced Cities of Judah. | 
For a City may be tenced in the Halcyon dayes 
of Peace ; a City may be fortified, when the 
Temple of Fanzs 1s ſhut ; and the politick Wil- 
dome of Princes reacheth them, to provide as well 
againſt the Fraud of a pretended Ally, as againſt 
the watchfull Malice of a proclaimed. t nemy. It 
is ſomething too late to draw Fortifications, when 
the Herald denounces Warre, and the Canon 
ſpits fire: And therejore © David, and Solomon, © corny

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Preventing Phyſick is the cheapeſt and the beſt

Now in this caſe, Judges are as needfull and 
uſefull for fenced Cities, as their deep Trenches, 
and double Wa'ls : Nay, they are more necdful], 
and more ſtrong defences, than all their Walls of 
Stone or Farth ; ſtronger than that brazen Wall, 
which common fame relates, the learned Frier en- 
deavoured by Magical skill to erect round about 
this famous Iſland. 

Lycurgus the renowned Law-maker of Sparta 
| dPlur.invia was clearly of this judgement, and therefore * for- 


| Lycur, LE Oitirens , en any Walls about their 
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| Sparta, aftirming, gat good Laws duely executed 
| were the ſtrongeſt mthuments to Towns or Cities ; the 
| which Truth was confirmed by real Experience, 
| Plurinvin for ( as Plutarch oblerves ) Sparta,which had no 
_ h_ Walls, but good Laws, was longer lived, and 
| more illuſtrious than Thebes, or Corinih, or A- 
thens, or any other City of Greece, which had ſup. 

oled invincible Fortihcations. 

And this Truth is eſtablitht by ſolid Reaſon : 
For as Impoſtumes within the Body,if they are not 
cured, do more certainly kill, than Ieathed Ul- 
cers that are in the external parts: And as infe&- 
ed blood running in the channell of the Veins. 
doth more ſpeedily transfix the heart, than wide 
wounds which are expoled to the Eye ; ſo Diviſi- 
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on, and Oppreſlion, and Riots, and Debauche- 
ries, and ſordid vices within a City, do more 
certainly and ſpeedily ruine a fenced City or Cor- 
poration, than Hannibal ante portas, than a threat- 
ning Enemy that beleaguers the Walls, or a bold 
Foe that throws a Granado into the Town, or 
ſtrikes a Petard upon the Gates. 

Needfull then are Judges, even in fenced Ci- 
ties, that they may be Healers of in-bred Diviſi- 
ons, Repairers of tumultuous Breaches, and Re- 
ſtorers of quiet paths to dwell in. 

Neceflary be Judges, that they may charm 
with the rod of Mercury, the evil ſpirit of Vio- 
lence, and puniſh with the glittering Sword of 
Juſtice, the impudence of incorrigible Offen- 
dors. They are neceſlary to orotl the Gown 
from the Buff; to ſhelter the un-armed Townl- 
man, from the imperiouſneſs 'and rapine of the 
Man of Warre, who would roar and {well like 
the raging Waves of the Sea, if Judges and Co- 
vernours did not with the Trident of Law, al. 
{wage the fury of the thundring Tempeſt ——— 
Bur my Text goes further —— :

ous be not ſtung to death by the flying Serpent of 
Oppreſſion, or gnawn to the bones by the weep- 
ing Crocodile of Hypocrifie. 
eHefiod.Viig, Poets do < fable of the Golden Age, that it 
Ori, flouriſhed fine Lege, &» ſine Fudice, withour Law, 
or Judges ; and that Men were then ſo vertuous, 
that ————Vidice nullo

that men. in thoſe ancient times were honeſt and 
faithfull of themſelves ; and that they were juſt 
without pxnal Laws, or fear of puniſhment. 
But that Age of Innocency is long ago expired, 
8 Faci: inaze. Nd We live in the Iron Age, where « bluſhleſſe «. 
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Where Faith and Truth are ſtrangers,or elſe exiles ; 

Where Fraud or Force do undermine, or ftorm ; 

And therefore there is extream need of Judges, 
and of Law, that the Augean Stable may be 
cleanſed 3 the ſiinking finks of foul fins may be 
waſhed; that men may not be Cannibals, or elſe 
turn Brutes, and be like Monſters to tear. and de- 
vour one another. ' 

For the body politick is in many regards like 
the body natural : And as the body natural doth 
every year contra& ſome il] humours, and there- 
fore hath ſometimes need of inciſion, ſometimes 
of purgation, ſometimes of breathing a Vein, and 
ſometimes of Cauſticks, and ſometimes of the 
amputating Saw, Ne pars fincera trahatur, leſt the 
ſound parts be gangreen'd ; ſo it is in a City or 
Corporation, the diſeaſes of Impiety and Iniquity 
abound, and like the crawling Inſe&s breed and 
multiply of themſelves : and therefore there is a 
neceflity of Judges and Magiſtrates, to be the 
bleſſed Eſculapins's to cure all theſe deſtroying 
Maladies ; to cure the Tympany of * Pride, the

| Need of Judges itinerant to viſit a Kingdome, 
City by City, that they may cure the Megrim of 
D 2 Diſloyalty, 
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Diſloyalty, the Leproſie of Schiſm, the Frenzy 
of Quarrelling, the ſtinking Breath of falſe Wit- 
neſs, the Rheum of raiſing Language, and the 
Palſie ofa lying Tongue. 

Who knows not that Cities and Corporations 
are as Common-ſhores, wherein the filth of a 
Kingdome runs? As great Rivers, which admit 
the ſtreams of any muddy Rivulet to mingle with 
them ; as vaſt boyling Pots, wherein there ariſeth 
naturally abundance of Scum. 

In a Kingdome there is foul-mouth'd Swearing, 
Heaven-provoking Curling,  {winiſh Drinking, 
abominable Cheating, injurious Bargaining, falſe 
Conveyances, pretended Titles, curled failing in 
_—Cz Ws 
In a Kingdome there are bloody Murthers, im- 
poveriſhing Thefts, frighting Burglaries, Soul- 
deſtroying Perjury, Religion-ruining Simony, 
execrable Treaſons, and deteſtable Sacriledge. 

Wherefore it is neceflary to have Law and 
Judges in the Land, that theſe Impoſtumes rfiay 

e launced, that theſe Ulcers may be cured, that 
theſe peſtilential Humours may be emptied, and 
theſe epidemical Diſeaſes may be thorowly pur- 
ged by the {overaign Pill of Juſtice, Righteouſneſs, 
and Equity. 

And it is high time that theſe il] Humours: of 
Vice.and Wickedneſs be evacuated : For what a 
blazing 
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blazing Comet, in reference to the whole King- ' 
dome, 1s that unmverſall Profaneneſs which a. 
bounds both in City, Town, and Countrey 
With what dreadfull rayes doth it threaten t! 
whole Nation ? when as Gods holy Ordinanc 
the ſpiritnal Manna oi our Souls, is Toathe 
when Gods ſacred Meſſengers, the Heralds 
Evangelical Peace, are delpiiſed ; when Gods di- 
vine Worſhip, which is the Quotidiana Oblatio, 
the daily Offering propheſied of by Malachy, is Milr.1s. 
not only omitted, but mocked at. And men 
make no account of their immortal Souls, more 
precious than ten thouland Worlds, -but ſell them, 
as prophane Eſau ſold his Birth-right, for a meſs Heb.r2.16. 
of Pottage, to gratifie any worldly Intereſt, . or 
carnal, momentary Pleaſure. | 
What a diſmal] Prognoſtication for the whole 
Kingdome 1s the flighting of Authority, the 
ſpeaking evil of Dignities, rhe murmuring of -Co- 
rah's, the whiſpering of Miriant's, the refuſing the 
Waters of Siloam, which run loitly, and the im- 
patient Jongings aiter the puddles of levelling Go- 
vernment in the Church, as the tickle and. giddy 
Iſraelites did once long after the ſtinking Leeks and 
Onions of Egypr. | | 
Certainly thele prodigious Iniquities, theſe 
ominous Diſorders, and theſe dangerous Preſum- 
ptions, call aloud for the coercive Power of the 
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Magiſtrate, who is 4i«Kor@- T8 ets, the Miniſter of 
Rom. 13 4 God, ednG- Ws o9yw To T0 Koko ©gacoowrl, the Reven- 
ger, to execute wrath on them that do evil. 

Certainly thele hainous and monſtrous Sins cry 
alond in the Ears of our moſt Reverend Judges, 
for due execution oi the Laws, without which 
God himſelf will enter into Judgement with us, 
and plead his own Cauſe in Thunder and Light- 
ning, in Storms and Tempeſts, far more terrible 
than the late fiery Torrent of Atna, which to the 
amazement of the World, conſumed all that was 
before it. 

And doubtleſs it is moſt ſafe for Judges and 
Magiſtrates, Venienti occurrere Morbo, to meet a 
Diſeaſe, before the Malignity of it hath ſeized the 
Vitals ; and to deſtroy the Cockatrice, whileſt it 
1s in the ſhell. I beſeech you conſider ſeriouſly, 
what dreadfull flames have kindled from negledQ- 
ed ſparks ; and how many ſtately Ships have ſunk 
by ſmall negle&ed leaks. IT may not, I muſt not
